Public Works Background

➔ San Francisco Public Works was created on January 8, 1900, with the original 
bureaus being Streets, Lighting, Building, and Light & Water Services. Currently, 
Public Works designs, builds, maintains, and improves the City's infrastructure 
to keep San Francisco beautiful, safe, and sustainable for residents, merchants, 
and visitors. 

➔ Public Works oversees more than $2.6 billion in construction projects across the 
City of San Francisco that are either being designed, managed, and/or built.



Public Works consistently encourages LBEs to 

participate on contracts, helping to exceed LBE 

participation requirements. An example of this is 

street improvement projects, which start with a 

benchmark LBE subcontracting requirement of 

25%.  To encourage LBE participation, Public 

Works often advertises Invitations for Bids in the 

Small Business Exchange. Public Works also 

sends advertising notifications for Construction 

projects to Minority Business Development 

Agencies, Builders’ Exchanges, and plan rooms.
